The  annual 
amount  of  the  mi  Airy  and  Daval  bud¬ 
gets  o i  Europe  is  MMK8.800;  the  ) 
of  labor  involved  B?the  withdrawal  o i 
so  nmny  map  from  productive  industry 
oosta  $660,874,400;  and  the  intereet  of 
capital  invested  in  military  and  naval 
eetablishments  amounts  to  $153,200,000. 
This  makes  a  total  of  more  than  $1,400, - 
000,000  taken  every  year  from  the  people 
of  Christendom  for  the  maintenance  of 
military  establishments.  But  this  is 
not  all;  for  nearly  as  many  more  men 
are  required  to  wait  upon  them  in  some 
fora  or  other,  and  they,  too,  become 
consumers  of  the  world’s  supply  of 
food.  The  first  effect  of  this  is  that  the 
finances  of  nearly  all  the  European 
status  are  embarrassed.
